at un adjourned m eeting hold on F r i ­ 
day evening. 
Before the discussion 
was over a mot ion J was passed th re a te n ­ 
ing the dismissal of both officers G o r­ 
don arid O ’Riley if better attention is 
not given to th eir duties. 
The dis 
cussion was brought on by the follow ­ 
ing com m unication : 


To the City Council, 
I prefer charges 
against 
Chief of 
Police Gordon for neglect of duty and 
not enforcing the ordinance preventing 
the running of vehicles, wagons undpu-h 
carts on the pavement* in the borough 
of G ettysburg as it ii in jurious to the 
sidewalks and the pedestrians crossing 
the same.

The com m unication was referred to 
the Burgess, 
It was implied in Coun 
cr! m eeting that Mr Shade's co m m u n i­ 
cation was the result of some personal 
difference between him and Chief G o r­ 
don. 


The next attack on the police was 
brought about by Councilm an

m iller tellin g of the raid by C h ie' 
Gordon on a crap game last Saturday 
nignt and then failing to 
make any 
arrests. Mr. K itzm iller said he could 
not see the idea in raiding such a game 
if the offenders were not punished.and 
spoke 
very 
strongly alinit 
officers 
know ing who were violating the law 
in this manner and not laying infor 
(nation against them.

and tb»t they weie jn a position to lay 
inform ation if they wished to. 


The discussion resulted in a motion 
being made by Mr. K itzm iller and sec 
onded by Mr. 
Butt that th© pol ic© b« 
instructed to apprehend all violator* 
of the speed lim it 
for automobile* 
w ith in the borough lim it* and upon 
failu re to ot*erve d ila tio n * their ap 
poiatm ents as police be revoked and 
other* appointed in their 
place*. Th* 
motion was carried. 
The next m atter regarding the polio© 
wa* the question of th© misuse of the 
clock regiMtry system, 
it was in sta ll­

for whom no boarding nor lodging can 
lie assigned.

pcssibly attend to unless extraordinary 
measures are taken to provide stopping 
places for

Dcclarsa Ha la Not Talking Revolu­ 


tion or Making Appeal to Mob Bult 


In Mio “New Nationalism." 


Now York, Sept. 17.—“All that I 
have to say, gentlemen, is that I have 
had a fairly busy day.” 
Thus spoke the contributing editor 
to a group of reporters who asked him 
the meaning of the day s activities. 
Here was no exaggeration. 
To the 
Outlook office there had streamed all 
day long the leaders of the so-called 
progressive movement in this state for 
the purpose of consultation, rehearsal 
and the tuning of their voices to the 
keynote for song before' the battle as 
given out by Leader nooseveit. 
In­ 
surgents in soft black bats tramped 
down the corridors; reformers in silk 
hats 
and 
Prince 
Alberts 
brushed 
shoulders on elevators with those on 
the fence and in a state of nervous ex­ 
citement. 
Lloyd C. Ort scorn, Controller Pren- 
dergast and Otto H. Banuard were an­ 
other group that held the contributing 
editor's ear tor a long while. When 
they came out they were all mysteri­ 
ously silent. "Were you discussing lit­ 
erature?” they were dually asked, and 
they said that they thought they were 
to amend that statement later on to 
political situation in general.' 
Colonel Roosevelt said that he was 
not talking revolution in declaring hia 
new political creed. Neither is he mak 
lug au appeal to mob rule. 
in a 
staunch defense of his doctrine of the 
"new nationalism" he declared that he 
was merely urging the application of 
old moralities to modern condition. 
At the same time he replied with 
spirit to those who have been oppoaing 
him. and hotly denounced newspapers 
which, he said attacked honest pub­ 
lic men. 
Colonel Roosevelt's address was de­ 
livered before a great crowd at the 
Suffolk county fair, at Riverhead. 
"I have noticed a good deal of com­ 
ment on my speech on ’new national­ 
ism.” 
he said, 
"All that ’new na­ 
tionalism meant is the application of 
certain 
old time 
moralities to the 
changed conditions of the day 
"I wish to see greatei governmental 
efficiency, because we have 
to deal 
with greatei business efficiency. Sim­ 
ple laws are all that are necessary in 
small communities, where there is no 
big business and each man works for 
himself 
When 
you get masses of 
wealth together and great corporations 
developing, conditions then become so 
changed that there must be an in­ 
crease in governmental activity to con­ 
ned tile wealth leu business efficiency. 
"I would not do any wrong to the 
great corporation, blit I don't intend to 
rely only on the big corporation's good 
nature to see that 
the 
corporation 
doesn't do harm against us I want to 
Bee suc h control of the wealth now for 
business uses as to favor the honest 
man who uses the wealth genuinely 
for the service of the public, and to 
make tile dishonest man feel that he 
has to do what is right; aud if he 
doesn't (eel it we shall see to it that 
ne does. 
That is my whole creed. That is all 
there is in it There is no revolution 
in it 
There is no appeal to mob 
rule. 
"On the contrary, I recognize mob 
violence as an enemy of the public 
good just as much as lawless wealth. 
ani against the poor man who is 
guilty of the i lime of violence, and 
when it is iu my power I shall try to 
punish him for his misdeeds. Just as 
whenevei I have the power i will join 
with those that see to it that the cor- 
nipt man of wealth is good—not be 
cause he like* it, hut because he nas 
to tie." 
This morning the colonel takes a 
train for Syracuse, arriving there at 
about 2.30, makes a speech at the state 
fair and 
returns 
od the midnight 
train.
